“The actual revenue and: ex- 
penditure for 1949/50 will not be, 
known for some time, but the re- 
viced estimate of revenue Is $248,- 
623,027, This ts a record figure nad 
represents an excess of approxi- 
mately $08,250,000 over © the 
original cztimate. But thls figure 
-doex not. represent the actual sur+ 
plus on the yenr's working us it 
is partly offset by an increase in

“The sum of $14,172,300 has 
been provided under the Subven- 
tions Head, as compared with 
$13,280,000 lost year. Of this 
$7,085,800 Is paid in grants to 
Grant-aided and Vernacular 
schools .while $1,550,000 gocs to 
the University. This year a cone 
tribution of $500,000 to ‘the 
General OMcer Commanding-in- 
.Chief’s fund for welfare activities 
umong ‘the troops has’ been in- 
chided. A grant of $250,000 was 
made by supplementary vote in 
respect of the last six months of 
the year just ending.
